Chicago , J uly 3» .— Most of the testimony 
In the Anarchist trial Tuesday morning 
related to the conduct of the crowd at the 
speaking on the night of May 4 at the Hay* 
m arket 
It was testified that the listeners 
were turbulent and much more violent in 
their expressions than the speakers. 
Henry 
E. Htinemann, formerly a reporter on The 
Arbeiter Zeitunz, said he had been con­ 
nected with the Anarchist organization 
until Herr Most came here and made a few 
speeches, on account of which be severed 
his connection with the internationals 
He 
also said that Rudolph Schnaubelt, the man 
who is believed to have thrown the death- 
dealing bomb, and who was arretted after­ 
ward, forfeited Ms bc.ll and disappeared, 
was on the wagon with the speakers on 
the fatal night 
Perhaps the most sensational testimony 
produced by the state during the trial was 
given in the afternocn by 1L M. Thompson, 
a dry goods clerk for Marshall Field & Co. 
He was at the Haymarket meeting. 
Some 
one handed him the “ Revenge” circular. 
“ J ust before Spies began speaking,” said the 
witness, “ Spies and Schwab walked into the 
alley east on Despiaines street. 
There was 
a third man present whom I did not know. 
I heard the word ‘police’ and then ‘pistols. ’ 
Schwab said, 
‘Now when they come let 
them have i t ’ 
Something passed between 
Spies and this third man. 
Spies asked: 
‘ Will one be enough ? ’ ” 
“ What was ‘it’I” 
“ I could not t e ll” 
“ Who was the third man.’” 
“ I do not know.” 
“ Look at this picture,” said Mr. Grinnoll, 
handing the witness a portrait of Schnau­ 
belt. 
“ Is that the third man you saw? ”

Monday Frick returned, and upon demand­ 
ing his child was met with so many evasive 
and contradictory replies as to arouss a sus­ 
picion that something was wrong. A search 
of the premises resulted in the finding of 
half the child’« body hidden in a barrel 
which had originally contained salt pork. 
The pickle 
had 
not 
sufficed to pre­ 
vent 
decomposition, 
and 
the 
negro 
was attracted to the barrel by the un­ 
natural stench arising from i t 
By this 
tim e other negroes in the neighborhood had 
joined in the search, and when the discov­ 
ery was made there were flfteea or twenty 
blacks about the premises. 
Tho irate father 
was on the point of braining the woman 
with an ax, when she fell on her knees and 
said she would confess everything if be 
would spars her life. 
It was decided to 
hear her story, but, as the sequence proved, 
she would have fared better had she main­ 
tained her silence. 
Two days after the child was placed in 
her care a negro picnic was given In the 
vicinity, in d she was celled on to prepare 
the dinner. 
Having no meat, and knowing 
that she would get no money unless > she 
served some, she determined to kill the 
oh lid and cook its fiesb. 
Being somewhat 
under the influence of liquor, the fiendish* 
ness of the idea had no horrors for her, and 
she dshberately brained the child with an 
ax, dismembered it, and boiled the meat 
down into a stew with a heterogeneous col­ 
lection of vegetables. 
When it was served 
the negroes remarked upon the peculiarity 
of its flavor, but nevertheless ate heartily. 
Several now allege that they were nauseated 
by the mess, but none of them were made 
seriously ilL 
A t tbe conclusion of the narrativ e the 
fury of the bearers was ungovernable, and 
it was quick ly decided to burn her alive a t 
tbe stak e. 
¡She was tak en into a field and 
chained to a p ost fix ed in the ground, in the 
middle of a p ile of inflam m able p ine, satu­ 
rated with k erosene. 
W hen the m atch was 
ap p lied the flames leap ed high in the air. 
and the woman was soon ablaze. In fifteen 
m inutes she lell am ong the blazing k nots 
and was burned to a crisp , 
nothing re ­ 
m aining after the fire died out but 
a few 
charred bones and a ring which she had on 
ode of her fingers. 
No attem p t has been 
m ade to arrest any of those imp licated in 
tbe affair, but an investigation by the 
coroner and sheriff of T attnall county will 
be held.

SALISBURY MAKES A SPEECH. 


The Unionist Policy for Ireland To H e 
A dopted—Protection for Unionists. 


L o n d o n , J uly 2 8 . — Lord Salisbury was 
enthusiast! cally cheered by tbe crowds that 
bad assembled in and around the Carlton 
club when his carriage drove up to the en­ 
trance, Tuesday, and tbe cheering was taken 
up and renewed upon, his entrauce Into the 
club-rooms. 
When quiet was restored Lord 
Salisbury addressed the assembled members 
of the Conservative party at some length 
upon their dutlaa 
His speech occupied 
twenty minutes. 
He congratulated those 
present on the reeult of the elections and 
explained the necessity and wisdom of ac­ 
quiescing in the Irish policy of the Union­ 
ists. 
He announced that he had offered 
Lord Hartington the premiership, tbe queen 
approving; but Hartington refused. not: 
withstanding the fact that the latter’s col­ 
leagues had offered to extend to him their 
loyal support if he should » oticiudu to 
accept. 
Parliament, he continued, would 
meet in continuous sitting in August until 
the estimates were passed. 
In conclusion 
Lord Salisbury admonished his hearers to 
preserve the utmost secresv as to their in­ 
tentions. 
Mr. A itb ur L .Tottenham , C onservative 
member of p arliam ent for W inchester, sub- 
se juently ask ed Lord Salisbury w hat p ro­ 
tection would be afforded the Loyalists of 
Ireland, where, be said, under the ex isting 
state of affairs, their lives were becoming a 
burden to themselves. 
Lord Salisbury rep liod tha t tbe ex istiug 
laws for the governm ent of that country 
would be rigorously enforced.
